The  moonlight 
pool  is  a  bit  of  natural  magic.  The  soft  play  of 
light  and  shadow  on  the  pool  holds  one  em 
tranced  with  its  still  beauty.  By  proper  light 
planning  the  effect  of  moonlight  can  be  achieved 
so  as  to  be  available  any  night  at  the  turn  of  the 
switch.  In  creating  artificial  moonlighting,  the 
ideal  effect  is  secured  by  concealing  the  light 
source.  The  pool  with  fountain  or  centered 
piece  of  statuary  can  be  softly  lighted  from  a 
nearby  tree. 

ADD  A  BOG  GARDEN  TO  YOUR 
WATER  GARDEN.  To  give  your  water  gar' 
den  real  individuality,  add  a  bog  garden.  The 
bog  will  enable  you  to  maintain  a  greater  va' 
riety  of  lovely,  interesting  plants  under  ideal 
conditions,  providing  a  location  much  more 
suitable  than  you  will  find  in  the  ordinary  garden 
planting.  The  bog  garden  is  inexpensive  to 
build  as  well  as  inexpensive  to  maintain.

Arrowhead,  Cattails,  Flowering  Rush,  Pickerel 
Plant,  Papyrus,  Parrotfeather,  Sweetflag,  Marsh 
Marigold,  Taros,  and  Lobelia.

To  facilitate  handling  do  not  write 
letters  on  same  sheet  as  orders. 

REMITTANCE  should  be  made  by  Post  Office 
or  Express  Money  Order,  Bank  Draft,  or  if  more 
convenient  to  you  send  your  personal  check. 

ORDERS  LESS  THAN  $1.00.  Please  include 
10c  extra  for  packing  charges.  This  does  not  apply 
to  Fish  Food  orders. 

HOW  AND  WHEN  WE  SHIP.  Plants:  All  or' 

ders  for  Water  Lilies  and  other  plants  for  pools  are 
shipped  prepaid. 

Water  Lilies  and  all  plants  for  pools  are  shipped 
as  soon  as  weather  permits,  about  April  15th.  Trop' 
ical  Lilies  may  be  set  out  whenever  the  weather  is 
settled.  For  southern  shipments,  about  May  1st. 
Northern  shipments  (Cincinnati),  about  May  15th. 

GOLDFISH  AND  TROPICAL  FISH  must  be 
sent  by  express.  Shipping  cans,  50c  extra.  We  ship 
Goldfish  and  Tropical  Fish  listed  in  this  catalog  all 
the  year  round.  Tropical  Fish  are  shipped  in  cold 


weather  (October  to  May)  in  insulated  cans.  A  $1.00 
deposit  is  required  on  insulated  cans  to  insure  prompt 
return. 

HANDLING  GOLDFISH  ON  ARRIVAL.  New 

er  allow  them  to  remain  in  their  cans  for  too  long 
a  period  or  overnight.  Before  transferring  fish  to 
your  pool  or  aquarium,  be  sure  the  temperature  of 
the  water  is  of  no  great  difference.  Best  to  add  some 
of  your  water  to  the  can  in  which  fish  have  been 
shipped.  Use  one  ounce  of  salt  per  gallon  of  water 
to  help  heal  any  injury  that  was  done  in  shipping. 
Do  not  take  fish  in  hands.  Use  a  dip  net. 

TROPICAL  FISH  ON  ARRIVAL.  Be  sure  to 
allow  them  to  remain  in  original  water,  and  placed 
near  the  aquarium,  slowly  add  some  of  your  aquar' 
ium  water.  Do  not  put  fish  into  your  aquarium  until 
both  waters  are  the  same  temperature. 

POSTAGE.  On  the  following  items,  except  where 
noted,  we  pay  the  postage:  Water  Lilies,  Aquarium 
Plants,  Fish  Remedies,  Terrarium  Plants,  Aquarium 
Supplies,  Books,  Fish  Foods,  Scavengers. 

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS.  We  have  printed

tural  directions.  One  of  these  will  be  sent  with  each 
order.

We  have 
adopted  the  standard  nomwarranty  of  the  Goldfish 
Growers  Association,  which  is  as  follows:  Loveland 
Goldfish  Farm  makes  no  warranty,  expressed  or  im' 
plied,  with  reference  to  any  merchandise  sold  by  us, 
except  as  to  certified  siz;e  and  quality,  and  that  all 
stock  shall  be  true  to  name  and  our  liability  in  any 
case  shall  be  limited  to  the  replacement  of  such  items 
as  are  short  or  damaged. 


Care  of  Plants  on  Arrival 

Unpack  the  package  carefully  to  prevent  breaking 
of  the  plants  and  immediately  put  them  in  a  pail  or 
tub  of  water,  until  you  are  ready  to  plant  them. 
Have  all  boxes  filled  with  soil  and  everything  ready 
before  you  commence  to  plant.  All  aquatic  plants 
will  wilt  easily  if  subjected  to  wind  or  sun  before 
being  planted.  Lilies  and  other  plants  will  keep  for 
several  days  floating  in  a  tub  of  water  if  kept  in  par' 
tial  shade.  Tropical  Lilies  should  be  planted  as  soon 
as  possible. 


Water  Lilies — Planting,  Care 

The  best  results  are  obtained  by  planting  the  lily 
roots  in  the  soil  so  the  crown  will  be  even  with  the 
top  of  the  soil  and  from  6  to  12  inches  below  the 
surface  of  the  water.  Where  the  pool  is  two  feet 
deep  or  over,  it  is  necessary  that  stones  or  bricks  be 
used  to  build  up  the  box  to  the  proper  distance  urn 
der  the  surface.  Many  varieties,  however,  will  grow 
in  much  deeper  water.  All  Water  Lilies  like  full  sun' 
light  and  flower  best  when  not  too  much  shaded. 
Each  Lily  should  have  a  minimum  of  one  cubic  foot 
of  soil — a  box  about  14  inches  by  14  inches  by  10 
inches  deep  will  hold  this  amount.  Lilies  can  be 
grown  in  this  box  for  about  three  years  before  it  is 
necessary  to  change  the  soil. 

They  like  plenty  of  good  garden  soil,  well  en' 
riched  with  cow  manure  or  some  good  commercial 
fertiliser,  such  as  blood  meal  used  at  the  rate  of 
about  a  pound  to  a  bushel  of  soil. 

When  planting  the  Lilies  the  soil  should  be  well 
firmed  around  them.  An  inch  of  sand  or  gravel  put 
on  the  box  after  they  have  been  planted  will  help 
keep  the  water  clear  and  prevent  the  goldfish  from 
rooting  in  the  mud. 


Tropical  Lilies 

Are  shipped  as  potted  plants.  They  should  be 
kept  from  drying  winds  and  sunshine  until  planted. 
Tropical  Lilies  should  be  planted  upright,  digging  a 
hole  to  fit  the  ball  of  soil  and  firming  the  soil  around 
it.  They  should  not  be  set  out  until  weather  is  set' 
tied  and  warm.  They  grow  very  rapidly  and  com- 
mence  blooming  while  still  quite  small. 


Lotus 

These  beautiful  plants  sometimes  prove  a  little 
difficult  to  grow,  but  if  a  small  amount  of  attention 
is  given  them,  one  is  well  repaid  for  the  trouble. 
Lotus  roots  look  just  like  bananas.  They  are  very 
brittle  and  the  growing  points  are  easily  broken. 
Be  careful  in  handling  them.  In  planting  press  them 
gently  in  the  soil  until  they  are  covered  about  an 
inch  and  so  the  growing  point  is  just  peeping 
through. 


Aquatic  Plants 

The  different  classes  of  aquatic  plants  are  all  easily 
grown  and  require  very  little  attention  after  planting. 
When  they  grow  too  rampant  they  may  be  thinned 
out. 

Floating  Plants 

These  grow  without  soil.  In  most  cases  the  plants 
will  grow  more  rampant  if  the  roots  do  touch  the 
soil.  They  thrive  in  sun  and  semi'shade. 

Shallow  Water  Plants 

All  of  them  may  be  planted  in  water  ranging  from 
an  inch  or  so  to  almost  10  inches  in  depth.  They 
prefer  4  to  6  inches  of  water. 

Bog  Plants 

These  plants  thrive  in  a  wet  soil  or  in  very  shallow 
water.  They  may  be  planted  along  the  margin  of  a 
natural  pond. 

Oxygenating  Plants 

They  are  shipped  in  bunches  which  soon  take 
root.  They  should  be  planted  in  the  same  box  with 
the  Lily  or  in  pots. 

Wintering 

If  the  water  is  to  be  drained  out  of  the  pool  place 
the  lily  tubers  in  damp  soil  in  the  basement,  or  the 
boxes  containing  the  lilies  may  be  removed  to  the 
basement  and  kept  moist  until  the  following  spring. 
If  you  leave  the  water  in  your  pool,  and  where  ice 
never  forms  over  10  or  12  inches  in  the  winter,  just 
forget  about  the  lilies.  Don’t  try  to  winter  tropicals. 
It  is  cheaper  to  let  them  die  and  buy  new  ones. 

This  little  outline  illustrates  how  to  determine  the 
proper  depth  to  plant  the  various  plants.

AQUARIUM  NECESSITIES 


A  FEW  HINTS 
ON  CARE  OF 
THE  AQUARIUM 

FEEDING — It  is  much  better  and 
far  less  harmful  to  feed  fish  too 
little  than  to  overfeed. 

WATER — Do  not  change  your 
water  unless  absolutely  necessary, 
as  long  as  it  stays  clear  it  is  in 
good  condition.  When  you  do 
change,  however,  first  have  your 
new  water  prepared  a  day  ahead. 
Never  forget  to  have  the  tempera' 
ture  of  the  water,  old  and  new, 
the  same. 

SICKNESS — Fish,  of  course,  are 
just  as  likely  to  get  sick  as  any 
other  living  being.  Remove  a 
sick  fish  immediately  from  the 
aquarium  and  place  it  first  in  a 
solution  of  salt  water  (about  one 
tablespoonful  of  sea  salt  in  one 
gallon  of  water)  and  after  15  to 
30  minutes  place  it  in  still  another 
vessel  of  fresh  water. 

ITCH  — is  best  cured  by  increas' 
ing  temperature  to  about  85  de' 
grees  and  adding  about  3  to  5 
drops  of  Itch  Remedy  to  a  gab 
Ion  of  water. 

These  few  suggestions  are  made 
with  the  knowledge  that  there  are 
plenty  of  exceptions  to  all  rules.

SOME  POINTS  ON  BUILDING  YOUR  OWN 

LILY  POOL 


Thousands  of  garden  lovers  are  now  enjoying 
a  complete  garden  through  the  addition  of  a  lily 
pool.  Many  new  adventurers  in  the  lore  of  water 
gardening  have  found  how  easy  it  is  to  build 
their  own  pools.  We  are  offering  a  few  hints 
which  may  be  helpful  in  pool  construction. 

LOCATION.  The  pool  should  be  placed 
where  it  will  not  be  shaded,  as  water  lilies  grow 
and  bloom  best  in  plenty  of  sunlight. 

DEPTH.  The  popular  depth  of  a  concrete 
pool  is  about  twenty-four  inches  of  water.  This 
will  permit  placing  a  lily  box  containing  twelve 
inches  of  garden  soil  in  the  pool  and  allow  the 
right  depth  to  grow  your  lilies.  A  ledge  around 
the  pool’s  edge  about  six  inches  below  the  water 
level  is  ideal  for  shallow  water  and  bog  plants 
which  add  so  much  to  its  natural  beauty. 


WALLS.  The  walls  of  a  formal  pool  are 
straight  sided  and  are  made  by  building  an  in¬ 
side  form  into  which  is  poured  a  mixture  of  con¬ 
crete  consisting  of  one  part  good  cement,  two 
parts  sand  and  three  parts  small  gravel.  The  in¬ 
formal  pool  has  slanting  walls  and  is  saucer¬ 
shaped  and  no  forms  are  necessary  with  a  stiff 
mixture  of  concrete.  The  walls  and  bottoms 
which  are  at  least  six  inches  should  be  reinforced 
with  rods  or  wire  mesh  to  insure  safety  from 
cracking  by  frost.  A  drain  and  overflow  should 
be  provided  to  facilitate  removal  of  water. 

A  newly  constructed  concrete  pool  should  be 
filled  and  drained  a  few  times  during  several 
weeks  to  remove  the  alkali  which  is  injurious  to 
both  fish  and  plants.
